brilliant perform ance by the 
gifted Tom Crawley. 
Although there are f a r 
m ore persons in the cast, 
“ Peer Gynt” is alm ost as 
much of a one-man show as 
“ The Em peror Jones,” and 
as the unm itigatedly selfish 
and generally no-good P eer, 
Tom Crawley is the one man. 
As Peer, 
Crawley perhaps 
does not quite achieve the 
s u p e r l a t i v e 
perform ­ 
ance 
which 
he 
gave 
in 
“ H am let” last season, 
but 
the distinction, if there real­ 
ly is any, is mighty fine. 


“ Peer Gy nt” is a satire on 
Norwegian romanticism and, 
as the late Dr. 
Paul H. 
Gnimmann, a respected ex ­ 
pert on Ibsen, used to tell 
his NU classes, “ Peer Gy nt 
portray s the Norwegian as 
he 
is, 
but 
with 
his most 
p r o m i n e n t 
character­ 
istics ex aggerated.” 


P eer Gynt is reared, per­ 
haps using the term loosely, 
by a widowed m other who 
inherited nothing from h e r 
husband but poverty and ro­ 
m antic traditions. She lives 
in a world of fairy and folk­ 
lore figures, in which P eer 
grows up. 
P eer becomes a preposter­ 
ous liar, so dom inated by the 
rom antic that he is unable to 
distinguish between real ex ­ 
periences and fancy, a nd 
moves from one hallucina­ 
tion to another. 
He 
really 
doesn’t m ean to be bad, but 
he certainly isn’t good, and 
therefore he becomes noth­ 
ing. 


“ Peer Gy nt” is an inter­ 
minably long play , orginally 
written in fiv e acts in 18 6 7 , 
and therefore may not be 
termed a real drama, but 
many of the long passages 
are delightful, and so was 
Crawley . His “ aging” from 
a rambunctious boy to a 
doddering old man was faith­ 
ful and ex cellent. 


Several other m em bers of 
the cast gave highly capable 
perform ances, 
and notable 
a m o ng these was Rosella 
Lange as Solveig, in whose 


arm s P eer finaly dies after 
she had spent her whole life 
waiting for him. The cred­ 
ulous 
Solveig 
took 
P eer’s 
prattlings seriously and pays 
for it with a life of fidelity 
and devotion. 
Miss Lange 
also sang beautifully. 
Only 
Crawley 
and 
Miss 
Lange had but one role in 
the play. All other m em bers 
of the cast played from throe 
to seven parts. 
Fine work was done by 
J ohn Guinty , as Old Man of 
the Mountain; Aandy Back­ 
er, as P r i e s t ; Marceine 
Sweetser, as Peer’s mother. 
Aase; Robin Dy as, as the 
seductiv e Arab danv er, .Vni- 
tra 
(Miss Dy as was also 
choreographer for the play ); 
B on n i e Richter, as The 
Greenclad One; Stev e Brad­ 
ford, 
as Herr Tnimpeter- 
straale, and Robert Hall, as 
The Button Molder. 
Many of the scenes and 
settings 
w e r e outstanding, 
one of the most intriguing 
being the famous great hall 
of the Mountain King. 
“ P eer Gynt” is presented 
under the direction of Wil­ 
liam R. Morgan, with Charles 
E. Howard as designer and 
technical director. 
O t h e r 
perform ances will be given 
at Howell Theater Saturday 
and Sunday evenings.

The Chinese Communists believ e that the con­ 
quest of the United States is primarily the 
responsibility of the American Communists 
and the Am erican people. From M arxist- 
Iv cninist dix-trine they believ e that a majority 
of the American ptHiple are in a state of poten­ 
tial rebellion against the capitalist .system and 
the gov ernment and that a courageo^ and 
dedicated communist minority can ignite and 
lead this rev olutionary explosion. 


POLICY WITHIN AMERICA 


The official American Communist Party under 
the leadership of Gus Hall is an obedient serv ­ 
ant of the Russian Communists. In accord with 
Russian strategy, their policy is: 
1. Build an image of law abiding respectability 
for U.S. and Russian communists. 
2. Create the image of a phony fascist danger 
in the U nited S tates growing out of an 
alleged ultra-right cumspiracy. 
3. Focus the energies of the party on this 
alleged ultra-right conspiracy by a v icious 
attack on Senator Barry Goldwater. 
4. Giv e qualified supiwrt to programs of the 
present administration. 
6. Infiltrate and influence the Civ il Rights 
mov ement but keep witlun its mainstream 
by supporting tlie established Civ il Rights 
leaders and organizations. 


Those communists in America under the infiu- 
ence of the Chinese Communists adv ocate the 
following policies: 
1. The communists should proclaim their role 
as rev olutionary leaders and seek to inspire 
and lead others to acts of rev olufionary 
v iolence. 
2. The attacks should be focused on the party 
in power. 
3. They teach there is no real difference 
between the nature of the two parties and 
they hav e no choice between Senator Gold­ 
water and President Johnson. Their atti­ 
tude is, “A plague on both your houses!’ 
4. Communists should lead independent Civ il 
Rights groups in open v iolent rebellion. 


THERMONUCLEAR WAR DIFFERENCES 


On Liie record, the Russian Communists hav e 
shown greater thermonuclear adv enturism. It 
was the RiLssian Communists who placed the 
missiles in Cuba and brought the world to the 
brink of thermonuclear destruction. The Chi­ 
nese (Communists did not reprov e them for 
remov ing the missiles but for putting them 
there. They claimed this was a departure from 
fundamental communist principles. The offi­ 
cial Chinese Communist statement on the ques­ 
tion of missiles in Cuba is as follows :

NEVER CONSIDERED THAT IT WAS A 
M A R X IST -L E N IN IST A T TIT U D E TO 
BRANDISH NUCLEAR WEAPONS AS A 
WAY OF SETTLING INTERNATIONAL 
D ISPU TES. Nor hav e we ev er considered 
that the av oidance of a thermonucleM war in 
the Caribbean crisis was a ‘Munich!”

PERIL 
Bo th fo rms o f co mmunist stra t­ 
eg y a re ev il a nd da ng ero us. 
When co mmunists, fo llo wing 
the a dv ice o f the Chinese, lea d 
v io lent mo bs to a rso n, murder 
a nd pilla g e o n the streets, the 
America n peo ple beco me 
a ro used. Nev ertheless, the 
g rea ter threa t to the co ntinued 
ex istence o f a free America 
co mes fro m the subtle, clev er, 
integ ra ted pro g ra m o f Russia n 
co mmunism. If co ncern is 
fo cused o n the o bv io us Chinese 
Co mmunist a ctiv ities, while 
the Russia n Co mmunist stra t­ 
eg y co ntinues witho ut rec­
